long time : Mee, foꝛ remedie thereof,haue thought fit to make ſtay of 

. f e the ſeruing of all Fee Deere, and all Deere by warrants, alwell to 
| a Our Juſtices in Eyꝛe of Our Foꝛreſts, both on this ſide, and beyond 
Trent, and to all other Our Officers great and ſmall, as alſo Teiutenants, Rangers, 
Uerdurers and Keepers, that. either by Cuſtome, by pꝛetente of their Offices, oꝛ by any other 
warrant whatſoeuer, doeclaime to haue any Fee Deere, either within the ſuruey ol Our Ex⸗ 
thequer, oz of Our Duchie ok Lancaſter. And to the end that Our ſaid Juſtites in Epꝛe, and all 
other Our Officers, clayming right of Fee Deere, and all Our Letutenants, Rangers, 
Uerdurers, Keepers, andall other Our Officers of any Our Fozreſts, Parkes, oꝛ Chaces, 
may the moꝛe ſpeedily take knowledge of this Sur pleaſure, Mee haueltkewiſe thought good 


to make the ſame knowne vnto themby thi publique ſignification ; whereby Wee doe ſtraitly rx 


Charge and command,aſwell Our Juſtices in Epꝛe beyond, and on this ſide Trent, and all 
ers and Miniſters, aſwell within the ſuruey of Our Exchequer, as of Our Duchie of 
Lancaſter, of what degree (ocuer. and all Leiutenants, Rangers, urers, Foreſters, 
Keepers, and Officers, in any Our Foreſts, Chaces, oz Parkes, That they doe fozbeare to 
giue out their Warrants foꝛ any Deere, Reddeoz Fallowe, clatmed by them as Fees incident to 
their Offices and places; And do like wile willandcommand all Keepers and Under-keepers,to 
whomtheſleruing of ſuch warrants do appertaine.either of Red Deere,. oꝛ Fallowe, That they 
ſhall not ſerue this yeere any Fee Deere to any of the Officers befoze mentioned, oꝛ to any o- 
ther, demanding Deere, by what Warrant ſoener, except onely by warrant vnder Our owne 
hand oz Dignet, as they will anſwereco vs bpon perill of our diſpleaſure. :
